MAGNA CARTA 
STAMP 

Postmaster General John A. 
Gronouski yesterday made public 
the design of the Magna Carta 
commemorative postage stamp 
which will be issued with first-day 
ceremonies June 15 in Jamestown, 
Va. The 5-cent stamp marks the 
750th anniversary of the great 
charter, the basis of English and ; 
American common law. 

Design is by Brook Temple, 
New York City artist, who makes 
his debut on a postage stamp with 
a highly distinctive rendition of 
the conflict between King John 
and his rebellious barons. The 
horizontal stamp is in two panels, 
gold background at the top, pur¬ 
ple at the bottom. In the top 
panel, in black, is a procession of 
barons, their banners flying de¬ 
fiantly. In the lower panel is the 
crown, in black. This subordinate 
position symbolizes the triumph 
of the people over the king. At 
top in black gothic is “United 
States Postage 5c.” At bottom, in 
similar type, is “Magna Carta 
1215.” 

Vignette and background were 
engraved by Arthur W. Dinta- 
man; date, lettering, and numer¬ 
als are by George A. Payne, of 
the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. Print order for the Giori 
press is 112,000,000. 

Collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations may send addressed 
envelopes, together with remit¬ 
tance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed, to the Post¬ 
master, Jamestown, Va., 23081. 
Postage stamps and personal 
checks will not be accepted in 
payment of the new issue.

The Veterans Administration 
has initiated a special telephone 
assignment process to speed up 
appraisals for GI home buyers 
when their lenders feel hurry-up 
service is needed. 

Banks and other lenders, who 
see that a hardship exists for a 
prospective home buyer, may now- 
call the VA for a telephone as¬ 
signment of an appraiser plus au¬ 
thority to contact that appraiser 
for special-speed action. VA cus¬ 
tomarily withholds the identity 
of assigned appraisers to insure 
independent judgment in evaluat¬ 
ing property for veterans. 

VA explained that a typical 
hardship case develops when a 
veteran’s job is transferred and 
he and his family find themselves 
in a squeeze-play selling their old 


, bouse and buying a new one. 
Timing is most important for 
! those veterans who cannot afford 
to own two houses at the same 
time. Likewise, hardships dev- 
jelop, VA says, when veterans 
move their families long distances 
1 to a new job taking up expensive 
[temporary quarters while wait- 
; ing out the “paperwork" on their 
J new home. 

Only individual existing houses 
over one year old, where a vet¬ 
eran purchaser has been named, 
may he the subject of expedited 
i action, according to VA. 

With the system working prop¬ 
erly, VA expects to cut appraisal 
processing time for real hardship 
cases to four work days.
